Proposal To Be Aired

A uniform county curfew ordi­ 
nance designed to curb juvenile 
delinquency will be presented to 
City Council Monday night. 
Council agreed in a caucus ses­ 
sion last night to consider the leg­ 
islation after discussing it w i t h 
Mayor E. Allan McKeever, th e 
city’s representative at two coun­ 
ty wide meetings in Lisbon called 
by Juvenile Judge Louis Tobin.

The county wide measure re­ 
quires children under 16 to be off 
the streets by IO p. rn. Sunday 
through Thursday and allows them 
to stay out until ll on Friday and 
Saturday nights. Children between 
16 and IS have another hour’s lee­ 
way. They must be off the streets 
by ll Sunday through Thursday, 
but may stay out as late as mid­ 
night on Friday and Saturday. 
The deadlines apply only if the 
child is not accompanied by a par­ 
ent. guardian or some person over 
21 who has parental permission to 
accompany the child. 
The ordinance also permits a 
school, church, lodge or other or­ 
ganization to apply for permis­ 
sion for children to stay out after 
the curfew hour if they are attend­ 
ing a program or entertainment. 
In such a case, the child nftist be 
off the streets a half* hour after 
the affair ends. 
Children picked up for curfew vi­ 
olations will be detained at City 
Hall until their parents call for 
them, the ordinance provides.

Laos' Ailing King 
Pledges It Will Be 
‘Defended To End' 


SAIGON, Indochina (JI—French 
and Laotian defenders of Luang 
Frabang braced today for an "im­ 
minent” attack from the Commu­ 
nist-led Vietminh. The rebel invad­ 
ers were reported within 25 miles 
at the royal Laotian capital on 
the banks of the Mekong River. 
Laos’ rheumatic old King Sisa- 
yang Vong vowed once more the 
city of 142,000 would be defended 
until the end.” He made the same 
pledge last spring when the Viet- 
minh invaded to within 12 miles 
of Luang Prabang, then withdrew 
without a major battle. 
This time there was every in­ 
dication the fight would be joined. 
The French said they had com­ 
pleted their major defenses against 
the onslaught. 
The Vietminh invaded Laos from 
the north early last week, send­ 
ing at least a division through the 
jungles and down the valleys of 
the Hou and Suong rivers toward 
the capital. 
As 
the rebels 
advanced 
the 
French and Laotian forces and 
many civilians withdrew under the 
cover of intensive French air bom­ 
bardment. 
leaving 
rice 
stocks 
burning behind them in an effort 
to destroy food the Red fighters 
need. 
Though the Vietminh were re­ 
ported officially within 25 miles 
of Luang Prabang, it was possible 
their advance troops were closer. 
Officials said yesterday the in­ 
vaders had been stopped, at least 
temporarily, as they tried to force 
a crossing of the Suong in the area 
of Pak Seng, 37 miles northeast 
of Luang Prabang and strategically 
located at the juncture of the Suong 
and Seng rivers. 
Today military authorities said 
it appeared likely the French- 
Laotian forces had abandoned Pak 
Seng, though there was no con­ 
firmation of this.

In the unfolding of political trends and pat­ 
terns during the first month of the new con­ 
gressional session, the emerging stature of Sen. 
Bricker of Ohio is causing commnet. 
Jam es Reston of the New York Times has 
described him as "a symbol — if not the 
leader— of those in Congress and the country 
who would put more express limits on execu­ 
tive and judicial federal power." 
Reston believes Bricker has begun to take on 
a part of the function performed by the late 
Sen. Taft — "carrying on the spirt of Middle 
West rebellion against the growth and cost of 
federal intervention in the world and in the 
nation.** 
Even so outspoken a champion of absolutism 
as Sen. Humphrey of Minnesota went out of 
his way in Senate debate last Wednesday to 
acknowledge that Sen. Bricker’! leadership in 
the fight for the Bricker amendment has been 
outstanding; that an honest issue over the 
Constitution had been expertly presented by an 
able legislator. 
In our times every difference of opinion in 
public afairs is a challenge to slander-tongued 
partisans unable to carry on an objective dis­ 
cussion. Their technique of character assassina­ 
tion was perfected when 
they 
employed 
it 
against Robert A. Taft, so it is not surprising 
to find them using it now on John Bricker. 
Fortunately, Bricker is able to rise above their 
slanders. Even in the heat of Senate debate on 
his proposal he retained his dignity as Ohio’s 
senior senator and his charm as (me of the 
most personable and popular men in public 
life. 
His leadership in the fight for his proposed 
amendment has won him the admiration of 
even his political opponents because he has 
passed the hardest test a member of Congress 
must endure — objective leadership in a major 
debate on a vital question. 
The apparent defeat for his proposal has 
not been a defeat for Ohio's Bricker, who has 
emerged as ac articulate and convincing spokes­ 
man for moderation in Washington.

After the American experience 
with the Quebec. Moscow, Teheran, 
Yalta, Potsdam and San Francisco 
conferences, it is the consensus of 
Americans that something needs 
to be done. 
On the other hand, few wish to 
em barrass President Eisenhower 
and to give the world the impres­ 
sion that his judgment is not trust­ 
ed. 
Actually, it is the conduct of 
Roosevelt and Truman that has 
aroused distrust, but the i s s u e 
arises while Eisenhower is in the 
White House. 
The error of the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration was to become involv­ 
ed in 'this m atter at all. 
The Constitution does not provide 
that the president should have any

Reds Should Not Call Tune 


J. Edgar Hoover has told the House Ap­ 
propriations Committee that Communists are 
issuing propaganda in favor of a five-power 
peace pact that would include Red China, U.S. 
trade with countries behind the Iron Curtain, 
repeal of the Smith Act, the Taft-Hartley Act 
and the Internal Security Act. 
Because of Mr. Hoover’s prestige as director 
of the FBI, his testimony will stiffen resistance 
to these proposals whenever and wherever they 
may be made. With his background of knowl­ 
edge about the Communist conspiracy, Mr. 
Hoover would be the first to see how this type 
of automatic resistance might be used to hurt 
the United States sometime. 
Take a hypothetical case. 
Assume it might be helpful for the United 
States to caU in its green money and issue blue 
currency containing a secret dye, in order to 
eliminate miUions of doUars’ worth of spurious 
currency. Assume the Communists knew this 
and began to demand it as part of their con­ 
tinuous barrage of propaganda, for the purpose 
of keeping the United States from doing it be­ 
cause it was something the Communist con­ 
spiracy was demanding. 
The Reds should not caU the tune on any 
issue in the United States by merely being on 
one side or the other. If everything were to 
turn on the single point of whether or not it is 
desired by the Communist conspiracy, the 
United States would have lost its power of 
decision.

Price Of The Press 
In newspaper shop talk in years to come, the 
name of Byron Price will be mentioned often 
in connection with a significant accomplish­ 
ment. 
Price, who resigned last week as assistant 
U N. secretary general for administrative and 
financial services, used to belong to the press. 
He once was the acting general manager of 
Associated Press, which is as high up on the 
ladder of practical accomplishment as any work­ 
ing newspaperman can aspire to climb. 
In 1941, he took over the federal govern­ 
ment’s censorship program and handled it so 
well it never occurred to anyone that volun­ 
tary censorship in wartime couldn’t be made 
to work. Four days after the war was over, 
he terminated his own job, refusing to let it die 
a lingering and costly death. He terminated 
his job with the U.N., too, having reorganized 
his department so efficiently he had nothing 
to do. 
Byron Price’s fellow toilers in the vineyard 
of the printed word are proud of his accomplish­ 
ment in these other vineyards which newsmen 
are everlastingly examining with a critical eye. 
Hereafter when some annoyed jobholder snaps 
at a newsman, "Whyn’t ya try your hand at it, 
bub, if you think you know so much?" the 
rest of us can smirk and reply, "Well, one of 
our boys did just that. Made a big success of 
it too.” 
If it won’t interfere with his plan to grow 
tomatoes in retirem ent, this is a proposal that 
Byron Price be canonized as an ink-stained 
wretch who lived down his handicap as a side­ 
line critic.

"Chuck," if properly made, is a 
rice and chicken soup cooked for 
many hours until it is a

gruel. When I used to cook it, I 
would include bits of fresh ginger 
and lotus hearts. 


SOME OF MY correspondents 
quarreled with me about beer at 
the breakfast table. My severest 
critics were those who attributed 
to me such virtuous perfections as 
no man should possess. 
Nevertheless, 
here is a very 
early breakfast food, used for cen­ 
turies before Euopeans tried cof­ 
fee which was propagated by re­ 
turning Crusaders who encountered 
the liquid. 
"The English House-Wife." pub­ 
lished in London in 1649. tells how 
oatmeal might be used for break­ 
fast: 
"Some eat it with honey, which is 
reputed the best sauce; some with 
wine, either Sacke, Claret or White; 
some with strong Beere or strong 
Ale. and some with Milke as your 
ability or the accommodations of 
the place will administer." 
I have never tried beer on oat­ 
meal and suspect that I never shah, 
bot I produce this paragraph from 
E. Parmalee Prentice’s learned 
book, "Farm ing for Fam ine," as 
evidence that human beings have 
used beer as a breakfast food. 
Coffee for breakfast came in 
some time at the beginning of the . 
17th century but was used without j 
milk, as it 
still 
is in 
Oriental | 
countries. In fact, milk 
was for 
many centuries dreaded in most 
parts of Europe and in some parts 
of Asia is still not used. In China*

HOW VAIN 
can 
mortals be? 
More than half the human race 
uses tea not only for breakfast but 
as its principal hot beverage. In 
fact, the entire Soviet Universal 
State is tea-drinking, the Russians 
having contracted the habit from 
the Chinese many centuries ago. 
The caravans that carried tea 
from Hankow to all the cities of 
Russia were famed in the days of 
the czars and the greatest mer­ 
chants were those who dealt in 
tea. Odessa, celebrated for wheat, 
was abo a tea port, as Boston* 
Philadelphia and New York were 
at 
the 
time 
of 
the 
american 
Revolution. 
In my youth, coffee was cooked, 
as it is now in some parts cf 
Europe and in New Orleans, with 
chicory, which fortifies the cof­ 
fee, making it possible to pur­ 
chase less expensive brands with­ 
out losing the flavor. 
In fact, those who like coffee 1 
with chicory care for no other.

Out of this brew is made coffee 
au lait, to mix a couple of lan- 
fuages. This is a delightful bever­ 
age which reduces the cost of cof­ 
fee considerably as half the cup is 
boiling hot milk. The milk and cof­ 
fee are

into

cup 
simultaneously. 
Vienese coffee au lait is usually 
regarded as the best, possibly be­ 
cause the milk is so rich, al­ 
though I enjoy the New Orleans 
variety, particularly if fresh dough­ 
nuts are dunked in it

Brazilian coffee bushes suffered a 
frost, there is no shortage of cof­ 
fee in the stores.

U.S. Gives $33 Million 
For Korean Recover 
SEOUL (JI—The U. S. Foreign 
Operations Administration contrib­ 
uted 3 million dollars during Jan­ 
uary for Korean recover, Econom­ 
ic Coordinator C. Tyler Wood re­ 
ported today. The contribution was 
the biggest for any one month. 
This raised to about 185 million 
dollars the recovery funds contrib­ 
uted by American and United Na­ 
tions agencies for 1953 and this 
year, a spokesman said. 
Altogether about 400 million dol­ 
lars have been earmarked for Ko­ 
rea by the United States and the 
United Nations for the fiscal year 
ending in June.

Why does a 36-year-old city ordi­ 
nance prohibit construction of brick 
sidewalks in many East Liverpool 
neighborhoods?

Phone Official 
Explains Need 
Of Higher Rate 


Edwards Lists Costs, 
Expansion Plans In 
Talk With Council 


Figures backing up the O h i o 
Bell Telephone Co.’s request for 
higher rates in the East Liverpool 
area were given to City Council 
in a caucus session M o n d a y 
night by T. Fred Edwards, com­ 
mercial manager of the local ex­ 
change. 
Edwards said the amplication fil­ 
ed with the Public Utilities Com 
mission at Columbus would give 
the company $1 a month more for 
a business telephone, 25 cents for 
a private line, 15 cents for a two- 
party line and IO cents for a four- 
party line. 
The average increase on a state 
wide basis amounts to 2 cents per 
day per telephone, which w i l l 
gross the company $9 million—$4 
million after taxes, he told Coun­ 
cil. 
Although the new rates will be 
negotiated between Ohio Bell and 
the PUC, Edwards said he thought 
the reasons for the application 
should be explained on the local 
level. 
The East Liverpool 
exchange, 
being converted to dial operation, 
handles 90,000 calls a day, Ed­ 
wards said. He said 93 per cent 
of Ohio Bell’s service is in dial 
systems, the highest in the nation. 
As a result; he said, its service is 
cheaper than in any other system. 
Showing the growth of the ex­ 
change here to its present 18,000 
phones, Edwards said the office 
had 5,000 unfilled orders for ser­ 
vice in 1954. It was a backlog 
built up during the period of war­ 
time ban on manufacture of new 
civilian electronics equipment, he 
explained.

about 1,000 for a “regrade in ser­ 
vice”—a change from a four-par­ 
ty to a two-party line or from a 
two-party to a private* line, Ed­ 
wards said. 
Between 1945 and 1953, O h i o 
Bell spent $352 million to improve 
its service and it expects to spend 
another $50 million in 1954, the 
manager said. 
The company figures it 
costs 
$410 for every telephone put into

Council. The annual cost for all 
the services to keep a single tele­ 
phone in operation is $38, which 
boils down to $6.56 a month, he 
added. The difference between the 
average cost per phone and the 
actual cost is made up in income 
from toll calls, Edwards said. 
He said telephone rates 
have 
gorie up 22 per cent since 1940, 
although the cost of living has in­ 
creased 92 per cent. In 1951, the 
company asked a rate boost that 
amounted to £ cents a day per 
telephone, but after long litigation 
it settled for a rate equaling 3% 
cents, he said. 
“We needed that other cent and 
a half and we still need it,’* Ed­ 
wards said. 
Although the PUC feels the tele­ 
phone company should have a re­ 
turn of 5 to 7 per cent on its in­ 
vestment, the return in the year 
ending in March 1952 was 3.2 per 
cent, Edwards said. If the new 
rate is approved, the return will 
be 5.81 per cent, he added.

CHARLESTON UA — The Road 
Commission considered bids today 
on a million dollars worth of high­ 
way improvements.

Every East Liverpool neighbor­ 
hood will be offered an opportun­ 
ity this summer to surface its dirt 
streets for $1.50 a lineal foot and 
pay for the job on an “easy pay­ 
ment plan” if it wants. Mayor E. 
Allan McKeever told City Council 
Monday night 
The mayor told Council he will 
put into high gear a plan for low 
cost blacktop surfacing that was 
launched in 1952. but with some 
changes in procedure that might 
bring wider acceptance. 
Instead of requiring 
neighbor­ 
hoods to take up a collection and 
pay for the work in advance, the 
mayor suggested the “petition for 
improvement” procedure followed 
in other sewer and street jobs. 
Under the neighborhood collec­ 
tion system, an improvement often 
fell through because one or two 
families would not contribute, he 
said. If ifs legislated by Council, 
the work will be done and the cost 
will be assessed against the prop- 
erty-holders even if they all do not 
agree, he explained. 
In addition, the assessment plan 
will allow the property-holder to 
pay for the improvement on the 
tax duplicate over a three-year or 
a five-year period if he wishes, 
the mayor said. However, t h e 
charges also could be paid in cash, 
he said. 
The low cost blacktop is similar 
to the surface used on many coun­ 
ty and township roads. It was first 
applied to East Liverpool streets 
two years ago under a contract 
with the Ohio Tar 8c Asphalt Co. 
of Canton. The Canton company’s 
plan called for three annual treat­ 
ments, gradually building up t h e 
surface. 
The mayor also discussed need 
for surfacing St. Clair Ave. and 
asked Council to begin work on a 
program for blacktop resurfacing 
of several heavily-traveled streets. 
Mayor McKeever said he tele­ 
phoned Dean R. Sever, head of the 
Highway Department’s Division ll 
Office at New Philadelphia, a n d 
asked if state aid would be avail­ 
able for improving St. Clair Ave. 
if it was designated part of State 
Route 170. At present, the state 
route turns of* St. Clair Ave.
